VETERANS AFFAIRS BOARD MEETING FOR JUNE 2013 (cont)

PUBLIC COMMENT
1. Commissioners Kinsella and McLean present and expressed that their was a definite
misunderstanding of the Boards opinion at their last meeting about having the Veterans Affairs
office go part time and that they felt blindsided by the Boards letter to the Editor of the Sault
Evening News stating the Commissioners voted to cut the hours of the office against their
wishes. The Board stated it was a mutual feeling from the other perspective. There was much
discussion about the office hours and possible future outreach to Mackinac and Luce Counties to
do VA Benefits. The final agreement was to leave things as they were as the Veterans of
Chippewa County deserved a full time service officer.

2. Chairman French read from Michigan Law Pertaining to Veterans Public Act 192 of 1953
under which Chippewa County operates. 35.623 Administrative committee of county department.
Sec 3. States that the County Veterans Affairs Board shall appoint a veterans serve officer. This
has been the practice in the past and that’s the way it should be now. The veterans affairs Board
with the County Administrator would be tasked with finding a new service officer. The
Commissioner from the Personnel Committee stated they were not aware of the law and were in
full agreement that Board should do the hiring.

3. Their was some discussion about the letter from Joshua Parrish from Livingston County
Veterans Affairs Office about Public Act 214, which the county is no longer under having
switched to Public Act 192, and to levy a tax on all property owners not to exceed a 10th of a
mill to set up a Veterans Relief Fund. All presented agreed that this was a discussion for a later
time. Chairman French stated that with the present system of Michigan Veterans Trust Fund and
the veterans assistance fund from the Counties General fund things were working very well.
